claimed they were 
needed to get customers 
to their businesses - es¬ 
pecially those in the ar¬ 
cades and side streets off 
South Street. 

Under the new rules 
council officials will be 
able to remove signs that 
get in the way, exceed 
restrictions on size or are 
considered a danger to 
the public in other ways. 

Said a county council 
report: “Dorset County 
Council recognises that 
many local businesses 
use A-boards to advertise 
their goods and services 
and wishes to support 
this as long as certain 
conditions are met to 
avoid nuisance and haz¬ 
ard to highway users. 

“All A-boards are a 
type of unauthorised sign 
with the potential to 
cause a nuisance or ob¬ 
struction to highway 
users, especially those 
with visual impairment 
or other disability. 

“However, if certain 
conditions are met when 
A-boards are erected by 
local businesses it may 
be possible to balance 
their needs with the 
needs of the wider public 


using the highway. 

“When the required 
conditions are met the 
county council will not 
actively enforce the re¬ 
moval of A-boards unless 
the board is felt to consti¬ 
tute a nuisance or a dan¬ 
ger. 

“If the conditions are 


not met, the county will 
take reasonable steps to 
remove these signs and 
recover all reasonable 
expenses incurred in ac¬ 
cordance with their pow¬ 
ers under the Highways 
Act 1980.” 

Back in June 2012 View 
from Dorchester reported 
claims that at peak times 
around a hundred adver¬ 
tising boards could be

So I'll leave the UK in summer but I'm planning on 
coming back next year after finishing my degree to 
live and work here. 

• TELL us about your course in International 
Tourism Management... 

It's called international because we study English and 
Spanish and it is part of our curriculum to spend at 
least one semester abroad. In the tourism part we 
learn all sorts of things related to the tourism indus¬ 
try, about different destinations, how the govern¬ 
ment gets involved, socio-cultural effects of tourism 
and we discuss topics like trends in tourism, for ex¬ 
ample sustainable or eco-tourism. 

The management part covers, for example, the 
areas of business studies, finance and accounting, 
marketing and economics. 

After the first year we were able to specialise in cer¬ 
tain topics like hospitality or tour operators. I chose 
to focus on leisure, culture and event management 
as well as marketing. 

• WHAT do you do as an intern with the Jurassic 
Coast team? 

I'm doing various different things, like working on 
the social media appearance. I look at different ways 
how to use these communication platforms to in¬ 
crease the interest in the site and its geology. 

I'm also involved in the development of a new visi- 
tor information leaflet and I've been helping with the 



organisation of the schools day at Lyme Regis Fossil 
Festival. I'm really happy to be able to help at the fes¬ 
tival as well. 

• WHAT made you want to join the Jurassic Coast 
team? 

Basically, two things lead to the decision to do my 
placement here. Firstly, I've visited Jurassic Coast last 
year and besides being really excited about finding 
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an ammonite, I just absolutely loved the landscape 
and the area, so I decided I wanted to come back. 

Secondly, I thought it would be a good idea to do 
my placement in a heritage site because I'm inter¬ 
ested in destination management and I've written an 
assignment about the use of the heritage status in 
tourism-destination marketing. So I decided it was 
time to compare this theoretical knowledge to "the 
real world". And what makes the Jurassic Coast even 
more interesting compared to other sites is that it 
keeps changing due to erosion and I find that really 
exciting. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I enjoy living close to the coast, every weekend I can 
go and explore a little bit more. There's so much to 
see and it's very different to the coast I grew up on. 

• HOW does it differ from life in Germany? 

It seems to me that people around here a little bit 
more relaxed. The supermarkets - they are massive - 
I often find myself spending too much time in there, 
getting lost and leaving with half of the things I 
wanted! 

• IS there anything you would add to or change 
about the local area if you could? 

The weather! I think I might be a bit unlucky to be 
here this year, I keep hearing people saying "this time 
last year it was warm and sunny". 

• WHAT are your personal interests or hobbies? 

Traveling (not a surprise). I like to explore new places 
and try local food or take a cookery class because I 
love to cook and bake. And I like water sports like 
scuba diving, swimming and kayaking. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and 
why? 

That depends on the time of the year and what I 
want to do, I guess. Right now I would be very happy 
to go to a warm place with a sunny beach and a nice 
reef to snorkel along, because it's been a long and 
cold winter.

Crime commissioner 
suffers car break-in 

DORSET'S Police and Crime Commissioner has 
suffered a car break-in ...after admitting that he 
left a window slightly ajar! 

A sa- nav was taken from a pool car being used 
by Martyn Underhill at the Sovereign Centre, 
Boscombe, while he visited a local councillor to 
try and find a voluntary advocate for the area to 
help try and cut crime. 

The car had been left for just a little over two 
hours in the daytime. 

Mr Underhill said:"I accidentally left my driver's 
window open by an inch. Someone forced the 
window down and took the sat-nav from the 
windscreen. 

"The charger unit was connected and snapped 
off in the socket in the centre consul as they 
pulled the sat-nav out. No actual entry to the car 
was gained, it was left locked. 

"The irony of this incident has not been lost on 
me. That is why I am employing a voluntary ad¬ 
vocate to help me to work with partners to re¬ 
solve the issues in Boscombe." 

The voluntary advocate for Boscombe will be an 
unpaid voluntary role to support Mr Underhill in 
helping to address community issues. The con¬ 
cept is being trialled in Boscombe and, if success¬ 
ful, may be extended to other areas of the county. 

Wheel stolen from car 

A SPARE wheel has been stolen from a 4x4 
parked overnight in Poundbury's Pummery 
Square. 

Police say two men were seen attempting to 
steal the spare wheel from the Daihatsu at about 
1.25am on Monday, April 8th April.

counted in the town 
centre. 

Keith Wilson, from the 
Town’s Civic Society, 
said a request was made 
to the district council for 
a meeting with traders to 
try and solve the problem 
in early December 2012, 
but nothing had hap¬ 
pened. 

“The situation has 
meanwhile got worse. 
There is one shopkeeper, 
fairly new to the town, 
who has put up A boards 
right in the middle of the 
pavement... and where 
they are is dangerous. 
Sooner or later there will 
be an accident,” he said at 
the time. 

Dorchester councillor 
Trevor Jones said in the 
summer last year that he 
is dismayed by the lack of 
action. 

He said that a meeting 
was held at which West 
Dorset District Council 
volunteered to lead an at¬ 
tack on the problem. 

“At that time there were 
a hundred A boards in 
South Street alone. In 
South Street today one 
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I ADVERTISING boards are a frequent sight in Dorchester's South Street 


over who are or have 
been intimate partners or 
family members regard¬ 
less of gender or sexual¬ 
ity. 

Detective Superintend¬ 
ent Andy Clowser said: 
“Domestic violence can 
affect people of all ages, 
so I am pleased that the 
definition has been 
changed to better reflect 
this. 

“The change, which has 
been launched across the 
country, has been intro¬ 
duced by the Home Of¬ 
fice to lower the age limit 
to 16. 

“This reflects the 
recognition that there are 
increasing numbers of 
young people affected by 
abuse who need help and 
protection from those 
who commit these of¬ 
fences. 

“I hope that extending 
the definition will in¬ 
crease awareness that 
young people in this age 


group experience domes¬ 
tic violence and abuse, 
encouraging more to 
come forward and access 
the support they need. 

“We work extremely 
hard with our partners to 
support victims of do¬ 
mestic violence and to 
bring those responsible to 
justice. 

“We have specially 
trained and experienced 
officers to investigate do¬ 
mestic violence offences 
and to provide the best 
possible support to vic¬ 
tims. 

“It is important that vic¬ 
tims know there is a wide 
range of support avail¬ 
able to them, not just 
through the police, but 
through organisations in¬ 
cluding the local authori¬ 
ties and charities. 

“I would encourage 
anyone suffering domes¬ 
tic violence to come for¬ 
ward and report it so that 
action can be taken.” 


shop alone has four of 
these boards...does any¬ 
one care for people who 
are disabled, or in wheel¬ 
chairs? This is a problem 
that has got to be tack¬ 
led,” he said, “It’s frus¬ 
trating when people who 
say they are going to do a 
job don’t then do it.” 

Town clerk Dennis 
Holmes confirmed at the 
time that the town council 
had written to the district 
council in early Decem¬ 
ber 2012 asking for news 
of progress, but six 
months later had not re¬ 
ceived any response at all. 
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THOSE in Dorchester who seek out on the 
internet, six days before a West Dorset District 
Council executive meeting, what the executive 
now plans to execute, are worried. 

Whatever the six-person, one-party executive 
decides is put to a pre-council-meeting of their 
ruling party and probably none will vote against 
in the ratifying council - as indeed recently on 
moving a church from Charles Street in Dorch¬ 
ester to a car-park in Trinity Street. 

On offices, the disastrous decision was to place 
them on top of one of the two largest, most cen¬ 
tral car-parks in the county town - and then to 
cancel plans for a full layer of underground park¬ 
ing of hundreds of spaces. 

There's a hopeful delay before DCC opens its 
unwanted new county library in Charles Street 
which would bring in a raft of non-shopping- 
motivated car visitors to compete for remaining 
car-bays.. ..as such visitors read, or attend adult 
education classes. 

The prospect of at last opening the Crown 
Courts as a major tourist attraction is exciting to 
many. But will WDDC forget the parking again? 

The council's forlorn attempts to achieve the 
promised £3.5m for Stratton House could lead to 
further damage. The unused 85 parking places 
behind it would be ideal for Crown Courts visi¬ 
tors. On summertime weekends - on past esti¬ 
mates - 100 cars a day could be anticipated, 
which could bay-block shoppers. 


Buyers don't want to pay £3.5m for Stratton 
House. Titanic House might interest them more. 
Pride and or party politics should not prevent 
WDDC from considering the increasingly 
obvious option .... refurbish Stratton House as a 
showcase example on how to make a listed 
building green, and move back, sharing utilities 
with the Crown Courts, controlling their security, 
functioning etc. Use nearby freed-up office 
space in County Hall, their council chamber and 
save DCC £5m on the library. It would also guar¬ 
antee some car-parking spaces for the Crown 
Courts mid-week, and all spaces at weekends 
and public holidays when council offices are 
shut. 

Above all there mustn't be another six-person 
led rush for glory by people with no electoral 
votes themselves in Dorchester (they don't even 
live there). 

The attractive Crown Courts idea - in the hands 
of those who gave us (or rather themselves) Ti¬ 
tanic House - is worrying indeed. Where is 
WDDC's truly open pre-debate with the public 
on such issues? 

It ought not to be a party political issue. It's 
bigger. It's about what we bequeath to those 
who follow us. WDDC must start fully debating 
with Dorchester people and its town council on 
all future decisions that could affect it.

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Council to offer short term 
loans to families in need 

EMERGENCY payments to people in financial cri¬ 
sis or imminent clanger are now the responsibil¬ 
ity of Dorset County Council. 

Discretionary Social Fund payments to vulner¬ 
able people have been handed over to local au¬ 
thorities as part of the Government's welfare 
reform programme. 

In Dorset, Emergency Local Assistance will re¬ 
place Community Care Grants and general living 
expense Crisis Loans. 

The new scheme will provide grants for people 
who face a short-term financial emergency or a 
situation that poses an immediate threat to their 
health and safety. 

Dorset residents can apply for a grant as a one- 
off payment to cover immediate needs in an 
emergency, such as flood or house fire. The 
grants will cover expenses for essential daily liv¬ 
ing needs only. 

Applications will be assessed against strict eli¬ 
gibility criteria and people applying must be 
aged 18 and over, and a resident of Dorset. 

Harry Capron, the county council's deputy di¬ 
rector for adult and community services, said: 
"This scheme is about providing emergency sup¬ 
port for the most vulnerable residents in Dorset 
at a time of crisis, where they have no access to 
any other form of support. 

"We also hope the new service will lead to a 
more equal spread of applications across all 
ages, and make the best use of available funds."

Bonhams auctioneers said it was bought by an overseas 
collector.

CARERS in Dorset are 
being offered the chance 
to learn how to save a life 
along with other impor¬ 
tant caring skills during a 
series of free training ses¬ 
sions. 

First aid is part of the St 
John Ambulance’s Carers 
Support Programme, 
which are suitable for any 
adult who looks after rel¬ 
atives, friends or neigh¬ 
bours. 

Participants learn basic 
first aid skills including 
dealing with bleeding, 


bums, choking, fractures, 
hypothermia and how to 
put an unconscious per¬ 
son in the recovery posi¬ 
tion. 

The programme, which 
involves four weekly 
three-hour sessions, also 
covers managing inconti¬ 
nence issues and stress, 
safer moving and han¬ 
dling, preventing falls 
and coping with demen¬ 
tia. 

The course is accredited 
by the Royal College of 
Nursing and is taught by 


an experienced nurse. 

The courses taking 
place include Dorchester 
St John headquarters, 
starting today (Thursday, 
April 18 th). 

Dorset carer Eileen Lai- 
dler, who lives in Cattis- 
tock, said she would 
recommend the pro¬ 
gramme to anyone who 
looks after another per¬ 
son. 


She cares for her 76- 
year-old husband Joseph, 
who suffered a spinal in¬ 
jury years ago and took 
part in the first ever 
Carer’s Support Pro¬ 
gramme run by St John 
Ambulance in Dorset in 
2003. 

“I had done some first 
aid training years ago but 
I felt a bit of a fraud going 
along to the sessions. I re¬ 


freshed my first aid and 
also learned lots of tips on 
how to cope and manage 
as carer,” she said. 

In November 2012, she 
had to put her skills into 
practice when Joseph had 
a serious fall while they 
were out with their 14- 
year-old grandson in 
Sherborne. 

She explains: “Joseph 
walks with a stick and his 
legs just went away from 
him. He took a really 
heavy fall on the road 
right on his head. He was 


bleeding quite badly from 
the head and complaining 
of a pain in his back. 

“All my training came 
back to me because I 
knew I had to keep my 
grandson calm, and deal 
with Joseph. 

“His head was bleeding 
quite badly but he was 
complaining of a pain in 
his back so I knew he had 
to be kept still. I knew it 
was important that I kept 
his airway clear while we 
waited for an ambu¬ 
lance.” 


Celebrating gypsy heritage

Eileen said she is 
adamant that the carer’s 
support programme had 
helped her. 

“It is very, very worth¬ 
while. I was a bit reluctant 
at first but I can honestly 
say that the staff really 
help you learn to help 
yourself,” she said. 

St John Ambulance Car¬ 
ers Support Programme 
Manager Julie McDer¬ 
mott said: “We have 
helped hundreds of carers 
over the years that we’ve 
been running this pro¬ 
gramme. 

“Everyone who takes 
part tells us they find our 
support and the skills they 
learn invaluable in coping 
with often very difficult 
situations. 

“Basic first aid skills are 
absolutely essential for all 
carers and we hope as 


many people as possible 
will take advantage of 
these free sessions. The 
training will equip them 
to be the difference be¬ 
tween a life lost and a life 
saved.” 

Research carried out re¬ 
cently by St John Ambu¬ 
lance showed that up to 
140,000 people die every 
year in situations where 
first aid could have made 
the difference. But fewer 
than one in five people 
knows basic first aid 
skills. 

Carers who attend will 
receive a free small first 
aid kit, a first aid guide 
and refreshments as well 
as lunch.

Motorists favour driving and smoking ban 


FIFTY-six per cent of motorists think that smok¬ 
ing while driving should be banned, according to 
a survey by the Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(1AM). However, almost half of respondents (forty- 
five per cent) think that such a ban would be un¬ 
enforceable. 

Respondents clearly have concern over the ef¬ 
fects of smoking while driving. Seventy-five per 
cent of motorists think that lighting a cigarette 
while driving is a serious distraction. 

Fifty-two per cent of those surveyed think the 
act of lighting a cigarette is the greatest potential 
danger of smoking and driving. While just two 
per cent believe that there are no dangerous ele¬ 
ments to smoking while driving. 


Other survey results reinforce the negative per¬ 
ception of smoking and driving. Respondents felt 
it was: 

• Irresponsible (forty-eight per cent) 

• As dangerous as using a mobile phone 
(forty-six per cent) 

• Dangerous (forty-three per cent) 

I AM chief executive Simon Best said: "Smoking 
is clearly seen as a serious issue by motorists and 
highlights the impact of distractions in the car. 

"The health benefits may be clear but more re¬ 
search needs to be done to determine whether 
there are actual road safety grounds to act on 
these concerns by banning smoking and driving 
altogether."

SOL Gilday-Evans was the toast of the town when he 
beat three times Southern Area Division champion Krist¬ 
ian Sprangle for the 67-70kg title at Bodmin on Saturday. 

The Dorchester boxer had to overcome an experi¬ 
enced opponent with 26 bouts under his belt as well as 
an intimidating crowd supporting the Mayflower ABC 
boxer, in what was his first serious test in his boxing ca¬ 
reer. 

There was no disputing the quality of Gilday-Evans' 
punches as he dominated the fight as 

Sprangle appeared to ignore everything he was taught 
by his coaches and looked to dispose of his opponent as 
quickly as possible. 

Sprangle tried closing down the range, drawing Gil¬ 
day-Evans into trading close short punches in the first 
roundbut this didn't faze the county town boxer as he is 
always willing to punch it out with the bigger oppo¬ 
nents. 

Gilday-Evans was able to chase Sprangle around the 
ring in the second before claiming the centre, where he 
dominated the round by tucking himself in behind a 
high guard and letting rip with his ferocious left. 

Strength really began to play a significant part in the 
final round where Gilday-Evans caught Sprangle with a 
few powerful shots up to the final bell, after which he 
was declared the new champion. 

Gilday-Evans said:"l sensed that Sprangle was holding 
back waiting for the big pay day punch, which didn't 
come." 

He will now box for the Western Division title in Bristol 
at the Philton Academy. 

Henry Jeff was not so lucky in his title fight with 


William Jeffries of St Ives in the 69-75kg weight losing 
16-18 on points despite his opponent having to box 
most of the match with a bloody nose. 

Jeff in his best form to date and coming off a well de¬ 
served win, started well, showing determination and 
good staying power. He instantly gave Jeffries a bloody 
nose, leaving his opponents face contorted in pain. It 
was the most effective demonstration of power, a prop¬ 
erly delivered punch right on the button. 

Jeff who now was able to dictate and force the pace 
added in a few sharp hooks to keep Jefferies at a dis¬ 
tance leaving his nose perpetually bleeding and need¬ 
ing constant attention. The Dorchester fighter 
continued to punish his opponent with a series of 
punches behind the elbows which proved to be hurtful 
and weakening. 

Jefferies sensing defeat threw in a wild display of sev¬ 
eral survival hay-makers in desperation which never Jeff 
as he saw them coming from a distance. 

With Jeff appearing to have the edge throughout 
being able to nullify much of Jeffries blows that landed 
on his gloves and arms, it was disappointing that the de¬ 
cision was given tothe St Ives boxer. 

Jeff said:" I thought I took him in the early rounds, and 
I felt technically confident and superior throughout." 

Coach Ben Geyser ringside added:"Sol well deserved 
the win, he's trained hard. 

"I thought that Henry had clinched the bout, but un¬ 
fortunately the judge's decision went against him in 
favour of the local lad. However he can have another go 
next season." 

Having had to retire due to a shoulder injury in his re¬ 


cent bout with Kieran Bailey of Wessex ABC, Liam Legg 
got revenge with a unanimous decision. 

Dubbed the destroyer, he set to work and showed that 
he could punch, and his durability and perfect footwork 
allowed him to dominate from the first bell. 

Legg's punching power for a 30kg lad is phenomenal 
and it took seconds for the functioning power on Bai¬ 
ley's legs to return to normal, after receiving several 
piercing body blows. 


Legg had a dominant last round deflecting an oncom¬ 
ing right jab and back Bailey around the ring before 
being able to score solidly as he drove home a good 
combination followed by an uppercut. Bailey tried to 
punch his way back out of trouble, but left it too late. 

Geyser ringside said:"Liam never fails to please the 
crowd, he's a regular little show stopper."

The second half started much the 
same, although Smith had a chance 
when Joey May hooked the ball on, 
but the former Fulham striker who has 
attracted attention from AFC 
Bournemouth among others, couldn't 
get enough purchase on the ball and it 
went wide of the post. 

However the game came to life when 
Hornchurch equalised on 58 minutes. 
Jake Smeeton who had another splen¬ 
did game was booked for a clumsy foul 
on Alex Bentley, and the home defence 
went to sleep as they allowed Reiss 
Noel to move in at the far post to head 
the ball back across Matthews from the 
resultant May free kick. 

Dorchester's reply was swift and on 
61 minutes neat play in the right cor¬ 
ner resulted in Crittenden crossing low 
into the penalty area where Moore got 
across Noel to poke a shot at goal from 
8 yards which Woolley got a hand to 
but couldn't stop. 

Styles had a shot deflected wide as 
Hornchurch upped their strong arm 
tactics in an attempt to get back in the 
game, although Crittenden wasn't far 
away from increasing the Magpies 
lead, but he just couldn't reach sub 
Lewis Morgan's cross.

Disappointment at late postponement

The Plymouth based official had made a first 
inspection at 1.15pm and decided to make a 
further check at 2pm, at which he declared the 
game would go ahead. 

However at 2.30pm with both sides having 
warmed up on the pitch, despite being as pru¬ 
dent as possible, and the rain unrelenting, Mr 
Hopkin called the two managers together be¬ 
fore declaring the ground unfit. 

It left a frustrated Maidenhead club with a 
200-mile wasted round trip, which they had to 
repeat on Tuesday for the rescheduled game. 
With the Berkshire side struggling to avoid rel¬ 


egation they may also have missed the oppor¬ 
tunity of using the conditions as a leveller 
against the Magpies who are in good form at 
the moment. 

The Avenue pitch has received a lot of criti¬ 
cism in recent years, and there is no doubt that 
the playing surface in several games this season 
has caused the loss of points as the Magpies 
have been unable to play their usual passing 
game. 

Neither Jamie Gleeson nor Neil Martin will 
play again this season. Both received hamstring 
injuries during last week's match against AFC 
Hornchurch and Simkin has decided not to try 
and rush them back to play. 

Tom Nichol has returned to Exeter City follow¬ 
ing the completion of his second loan spell with 
the club. 

Simkin said:"We are very grateful to both Tom 
and to Exeter City for their efforts and support, 
and we wish Tom well for the future. With Ben 
Watson and Kieffer Moore now both back to fit¬ 
ness we felt we could not justify the expense of 
extending the period with just two weeks to go 
to the end of the season."
